DOES A COLLEGE EDUCATION 

The monetary question— "will n col- 
lose education pay," Is one which 
should not Influence u young mun'n 
decision us to whether lib should no to 
college or not Education can never 
lu- discounted In any form, and the 
higher it Ig, the more it brings out a 
man's faculties and develops all that 
is In him; hut sometimes it I» better 
not to bring out all and lot some of 
the faculties lié dormant. There I» 
such a thing as being too smart, and 
similarly a man can lie too learned, 
both lor his own advantage anil for the 
j good of the community at larce. A 
I learned criminal Is more dangerous 
than an Ignorant one. Hut apart from 
the ethical aspect of the question, the 
economic can he answered in two 
ways. 

Higher education Is the greatcsl ad- 
vantage to some; to others It is a 
drawback, Very often on account of 
greed, sometimes owing to necessity, 
bright hoys are taken out of school 
and sent 'n the work-shop, who, were 
they allowed to pursue their studies 
in the advanced Melds of learning, 
would doubtless enrich the world with 
the product of their brains. 

Many parents pursue "A penny wise 
nnd a pound foolish policy," In regard 
to their children. They think to add 
to the family hoard a few pennies sal- 
ary, and for this sake., they clog the 
minds of their hoys by taking them 
from school, stunt Iheir undeveloped 
bodies by putting thiin too early lo 
work, and thus draw a heavy cloud over 
their future. It Is true that not all 
boys put to work could roach the prime 
of higher education, but at least, they 



could obtain sufficient whereon lo base 
a solid career. 

What would not many of our rich 
men give for an education? They only 
live half Iheir lives, and they recog- 
nize the defect. They are like hollow 
nuts—fair on the outside, hut nothing 
within. Ignorance has ever been a 
misfortune; it has not only kept mil- 
lions in poverty, but also has retarded 

the progress of the world. 

The great problem of existence is 
not, how to make a living, bill how to 
make n life— one beautiful, bright and 
hopeful, one that can be looked for- 
ward to, ami not a life of toil ami 
drudgery and despair. .Money is not 
the criterion of success, nor Is It "all 
«f success." Rich men have not en- 
riched 'the world, rather have they re- 
tarded |t, hut the poor man- philoso- 
phers, scholars, thinkers and toilers. 
Til man who regards a college educa- 
tion or training mainly from the stand- 
point of commercial value, has an un- 
worthy Idea of himself and Is unwor- 
thy of such a training.

power or the industrious Is not in- 
creased by education. Hut knowledge 
without practical ability Is useless; both 
must be combined to command success.

Ninety percent of our population earn 
a livelihood by manual labor. The re- 
maining ten per cent, enter business or 
professional life. If your ambition Is 
to be numbered among the minority, It 
will pay you lo go to college. 

Of course mere money-makers can 
succeed without an education, but 
money-making is no' the highest kind 
of success. The chance of a properly- 
educated man with practical ability as 
well.

Great 
corporations are employing college men 
to the exclusion of others, for thoy ttnd 
the former can master details more 
quickly owing to the mental training 
they have received.

SlllVCSsful Methods or I'sing 
Semaphore* Duy and Night. 



Illuminated semaphore signals eq- 
ually efficient by day ns well as by 
night, have been proposed many times 
and have boon the subject of several 
patents. The Idea hue been tried in 

this country, says the Engineering 
News, and a signal of this class has 
been in use for about '1 l-'J yearn in 
the classification yard of the Prussian 

State Hallways at Tcinpolliof, near 
Berlin. It is sold that it has given 
good results 1n ordinary weather and 
also during fogs, ami that the opera- 
ting costs are small. 

The signal h;w a long blade or ann 
pivoted ot the middle and bent to a 
parabolic curve. The blade consists 
of a long narrow mirror, while a smal- 
ler mirror curved In the opposite di- 
rection gives the buck or reverse 
indication. In each case, a lamp placed 
in the focus of the. iparahola furnishes 
the Illumination. A platform at the 
top of the signal mast serves for main- 
tenance of mirror mid lamp. The large 
mi 'Tor 'has a focal lengt h of four 
foot, and other dimensions found to he 
the best by experiment. The reflect- 
ing face is coated with alumlnum- 
bronie paint but the surface la not 
polished, as a diffusing action is 
thought best. A small parabolic re- 
flector behind the lens serves to throw 
all the light 'Upon the signal arm. 

The signal is lighted with acetylene 
gas. fed from n steel tank at the foot 
of the most, hut any other form of 
lighting could Ik> used.

"Prehistoric Britain.'' Hv Hubert 

Munro, M.A., M.D., ix.n., f.ii.s.e. 
(1 Ionia' University Library), Pp. -'dfi; 
35 cents'. Montreal Honk' Itoom. 

The author of this valuable addition 
to the ' Home University Library," lim- 
its himself to "the period during which 
man was an Inhabitant of Western Eu- 
rope prior to (he Invention of written 
records." A sketch of the physical and 
biological conditions - very different 
from those now existing— amid which 
the human species appeared forms a 
miniature panorama of the tremendous 
changes during the following what Is 
called the Great Ice Age. Man, almost 
alone of a menagerie of large animals, 
survived the hardships of that awful 
time; and the use of the scientific ex- 
amination of his early remains is to 
show us how he succeeded lit escap- 
ing the fate of the elephants and hlp- 
popotamus, the cave-bear and sabre- 
toothed tiger. 

Briefly, he developed true ha mix. and 
feet, and his experience In handicraft 
and free movement led to the increase 
of brain capacity. Man Is, above all, 
the Tool- Maker; and so we obtain n 
double line of Investigation— bodily re- 
mains, showing the progress of adapta- 
tion, and handicraft remains, showing 
the beginnings of civilization. Inci- 
dentally, Dr. Munro's account of these 
discoveries, and the deductions which 
It has gradually become possible 10 
make from them, constitutes a power- 
ful Indication of the modern scientific 
spirit. 

I'Yoni the end of the seventeenth cen- 
tury to tho discovery, a few months 
ago, at Plltdown, in Sussex, of a wo- 
man's skull tens of thousands of years 
old, the evidence bos accumulated, hit 
by bit— a few bones, Mint flukes In 
great variety, perforated stones and 
shells, pieces of horn with crude carv- 
ing, rough sculptures, and drawings on 
ancient cave walls, tools, weapons, and 
ornaments showing Increasing skill; 
then, marking the passage from the 
Stone age to Neolithic civilization, re 
mains of domesticated animals, of 
crude pottery and cloth, of living- 
places and burial-places, and Dually 
the first metal Implements. Slowly, but 
surely, the. story of our earliest fore 
fathers is being spelled out. No chro- 
nology Is possible, but periods are be- 
ing marked by typical characteristics, 
ethnic, geologic, and other. The pic 
turc is emerging so that even the ordin- 
ary reader can begin to see Its out 
lines; and he would, indeed, be unintel- 
ligent If he did not feel a thrill of ro 
mance In this vision of human begin- 
nings. 

Dr. Munro has ninny Interesting spe 
culations and arguments Into which we 
cannot here enter. Thousands of stu- 
dents will he grateful to him for plac- 
ing tho results of the latest research 
thus easily within their reach. 



DEER HORNS USED 
AS MEDICINE

Hanover, N.H., Feb. 13;- In the 
midst of Winter Carnival week, an- 
nouncement was made from the office 
of the president of Dartmouth, that 
Rev. John Edgar Johnson, of the class 
of 18«ti, has recently made another gift 
to the trusters of Dartmouth College, 
enlarging the Harrison Memorial Fund, 
founded by him for the encouragement 
of such out-of-door activities as arc 
represented by t lie purposes of the 
Dartmouth Outing Club, The gift Is ap- 
proximately of the. value of $30,000. At 
the same time, Mr. Johnson makes an 
additional gift of ten acres to the Agas- 
slz Basin property in the White Moun- 
tains, which he presented to the Col- 
lege last fall. The Harrison Memorial, 
through Hie generosity of Mr. Johnson, 
now comprises Skyline Firm in the 
While Mountains; a plot of ground 'it 
Cube Mountain;; a small piece of pro- 
perty at Glenellff on Mount Monsi- 
lauke, and twelve acres ut Agasslz 
Basin. 

The Income of Mr. Johnson's latest 
addition lo the Harrison Memorial Fund 
Is fo be used: First, for the support of 
the. Harrison Memorial Farm, Skyline; 
second, for the upkeep of the four cab- 
ins between Hanover and Mount Wash- 
ington, or Skyline Farm; third, for two 
prizes, the first of $35 and the second 
$15, lo be given to those members of 
the senior class and the Dartmouth 
Outing Club who BUbmlt the best es- 
says on "Biology," •"Zoology." "Botany." 
find "Foreslry"; and. fourth, any hnl- 
nnce of the Income to lie used for the 
upkeep of treeis on the College campus 
or in the village of Hanover. 



There is a considerable trade In 
direr, reindeer, and wild sheep horns in 
China for use in Chinese medicines, 
and Hong Kong, us the chief centre of 
trade in Chinese medicines in South 
China, imiiorts a considerable quan- 
tity of such goods annually, accord- 
ing lo tho consular report of George 
iF. Anderson. J long Kong. Prices re- 
alized for some such goods in prlmo 
condition are high. At present the 
chief supply of reindeer horns is Si- 
beria, the horns boring obtained in the 
interior In Hie far north, brought to 
to seaboard by rail, and Imported into 
Hong Kong through Vladivostok. Sup- 
plies of stag horns are from the moun- 
tain districts of -west China, particu- 
larly In Sïech-vvan and Yun-nan pro- 
vinces, and from southeast Siberia. 
There is also a considerable import 
of wild sheep horns from the moun- 
tains of India and Tibet and from the 
mountain frontiers of Indo-China, 
Slam, and the Malay States. 

Apparently, (hero is no reason why 
reindeer home from Alaska and stag 
horns from other American territory 
should not bo lirought in all such goods 
Is that Lhcy shall be In prime condition 
for Chinese •purposes. Tho horns are 
used In tho manufacture of pills and 
other medicines, and, as is usually the 
case with Chinese medicines, other el 
omenta than actual medicinal qualities 
enter Into their valuation. Horns must 
be shipped entire, must .be without scar 
or blemish, and with the hair or 
growth on them. Thoy must lie ship 
ped In tho dry state free from salt and 
other preservative. They should be 
shipped in sealed cases In the winter 
months, the trade here running from 
November to March. If the skull can 
be shipped Intact with the horns, the 
latter will he valued at something like 
20 por cent, additional to Hie normal 
price. Horns at prosont Imported 
range from $9 to $14 local currency, 
or $4.30 to $6.70 gold per pound. Koln 
deer boms weigh 2 to 10 pounds and 
arc usually shipped In oases with 30 
to 40 pairs of horns to the cose. 

Stag horns are highly esteemed and 
nt times command very high prices 
some extra fine speclmonts for Chinese 
use recently bringing as ihlgh as $fl 
gold per ounce. To command any such 
prices, however, the horns must bo In 
prime condition from the Chinese 
standpoint, These stag horns weigh 
■1 to 15 pounds. Wild sheep horns in 
prime condition bring something like 
$3.60 to $5.75 gold per ounce. 

All these horns are ground Into pow- 
der and mixed wltih other ingredients 
to form a sort of pill tonic— "strength- 
ening pills," as the Chinese term them 
—and are used largely by old people 
and people In debilitated condition. 
Some of the large medicine factories 
in China maintain herds of deer for 
their horns.— Consular Report from 
Hong Kong.

Why do we not cat grass, as horse* 
and cows and sheep cat ItV It is fullj 
of nutriment, or these herbivorous 
animals would not grow fat and strong 
on it. The green parts of plants are 
rich In protein und nuclear material, 
■but man cannot 11111120 them. It is 
true we eat spinach and cabbage and 
lettuce and a few other green leaves; 
we do tihls. however, not for nourish- 
ment, but its a sort of mechanical aid 
to 1he working of our digestive organs 
and for the iron and other chemical 
substances they contain. And many 
persons are obliged to schew them on 
account of the troublesome Intestinal 
symptoms which follow their use. 

Our vegetable food consists of those 
parts of plants that may be called 
storage depots, or reserve supplies for 
(future growth. Such are potatoes, 
onions, peas, beans, nuts, seeds, fruits, 
and grains of ail sorts. 

But tho ox grows fat on grass alone. 
On a diet of grow we should starve 
to death. The reason is that the nu- 
trient constltutents of green plants are 
completely Inclosed In walls of cellu- 
lose. The human stomach Is not equip- 
ped with the apparatus necessary to 
digest cellulose. Cooking softens this 
but helps very little. The herbivorous 
animals have enormous reservoirs In 
which the green stuff undergoes u sort 
of fermentation that liliorates tho nu- 
triment contained in the cellulose. 

A way seems at last to have been 
discovered by which man can make 
green stuff useful as food. Dr. H. 
Frlendenthal, of Berlin, hos devised a 
method of complete desslcatlon and re- 
ducing stuff like lettuce, spinach or 
string beans to an impalpable powder, 
in which the cellulose Is broken up and 
the proteins and nuclear material are 
sol free. 

The Journal of the American Medical 
Association prints a long description 
of some experiments by Prof. Von 
Bergmann and Dr. F. W. Strum ch In 
the Municipal Hospital at Altoona, to 
test the value of Frieden that's pow- 
dered greens, ft says: "the outcome 
has been decidedly gratifying and will, 
we 'believe, pave the way for useful in- 
novations in the use of vegetable 
foods." 

After giving details of the results, 
it says: "It lé not too much to assume 
that possibly by similar suitable pre- 
paration such plant products ns grass- 
es, which hitherto have been excluded 
from the deltary of man. may yet be 
used as direct sources of energy In 
human nutrition." 

Tho cost of living will certainly be 
out down when we shall have found 
a way to grow fat on a diet of hoy! 

BOOKBINDING. 
The use of buckram in binding books 
hns expanded chiefly with legal reports 
and commentaries, where it has been 
found cheaper and more durable than 
calf or leather; but It Is growing in fa- 
vor with large public libraries. Hast 
year 6,000 volumes were bound In buck- 
ram for the reading room of the Con- 
gressional Library, with eminently sat- 
isfactory results. "The buckram now 
In stock," according to the assistant In 
charge, "Is . . . equal If not superior 
to Hie common leathers and muy be 
safely used for all ordinary work, ex- 
cepting for the larger and heavier 
books, which it is probably best to bind 
in half-leather. We lace in the boards 
nil iKioks bound in buckram, except the 
very thin ones, . . . and theoretically 
this binding should prove almost as 
strong ns the ordinary leather one."

YALE PROFESSOR ON 
BACKGROUND OF r SALTER 

The first of a series of live lectures 
on "The Great Hymns, and Prayers of 
<»!d Testament," under the auspices of 
the Brown University Department of 
Biblical Literature, by Prof. Charles 
Foster Kent, Ph.D., LItt.D., of Valo 
University, was given recently at 
Brown University. 

The questions which face the student 
of the psalms and the question of their 
authorship were llrst outlined. "Do the 
Hebrew psalms stand alone, are they 
the work of one or of many and what 
arc the motives that caused their 
growth? This subtle question can bo 
only answered by a thorough study of 
the psalms, with a mind receptive to 
their beauty and full of sympathy for 
their religious fervor." 

Professor Kent traced the early de- 
velopment of the psalter from the ear- 
liest Samurian psalms, which appeared 
as early as 3800 B. C. As early a-i SL'O'J 
11. C. the style of undent hymnulogv 
was practically fixed. The poet la- 
structure of these old Samurian hymns 
Is clearly shown, but few strike tho 
noble chords that we lind in the lie- 
brew psalter. 

Prof. Kent showed some of the lyric 
beauty and strange power of the eiuiy 
forrris of the psalm by reading extracts 
from the Assyrian, Babylonian and 
Egyptian hymns. Although most of 
these hymns seem barren and cold 
compared to the Hebrew hymns, and 
many of the later forms are mere re- 
petitions, nevertheless some few stand 
out as striking parallels. 

The lecturer showed by following 
the history of the Hebrews, how fruly 
the Hebrew psalms reflect the history 
of the people. He called attention to 
their early lyric quality, the songs of 
triumph and the folk songs. The ear- 
lier poems sometimes look the form of 
folk songs, nnd the third type are the 
lamentations born of the sufferings of 
the people. 

lie next look up the much debated 
question of David's responsibility as 
author of the psalms. David undoubt- 
edly was the greatcsl lyric poet of his 
age, and for this reason many of the

Thus I lie 
Dominion Forestry Branch, by reduc- 
ing the fire-burnt area on Dominion
